GUARDSMEN SEIZED 

When the crowd surged and 
pushed against the barbed-wire 
barriers, most of the twenty-four 
loaded machine guns erected to 
guard the Courthouse were con- 
centrated on them. Officers at- 
tempted to e the throng 
to leave the vicinity of the bar- 
riers. The more the officers talked 
the more infuriated the crowd be- 
came.

Immediately after this occurred, 
orders were issued to the guards- 
men to don gas masks and to 
throw tear gas bombs. Guards- 
men ran to the roof of the Court- 
house and began hurling tear gas 
candies, contrivances resembling 
mall cans. The burning candles 
sent the choking fumes up and 
down the street. Other guards on 
the ground threw . their bombs 
and in a few minutes the vicinity 
of the Courthouse, with its barbed- 
wire entanglements and bhreast- 
works of sandbags, behind which 
were machine guns, resembled a 
sector of No Man's Land. * 


CROWD FALIS BACK 


The crowd broke, running in all

boys were tramped and some were 


badly bruised. A number were af- 
fected by the fumes. 

When the gas mists had drifted 
away, one guardsman was found 
lying on the ground and two oth- 
ers were groping their way along 
the Courthouse grounds. They 
were temporarily blinded. 

The man on the ground was 
Private Eugene Smallwood of W- 
mington, a nember of Battery B.

Schooner Yosemite Founders 
With No One Aboard 


Vessel, Carrying Explosives, 
Helpless in Fog 


Crew’s Rescue Marks Second 
Epic Deed of Week

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 3.—The 
steam schooner Yosemite, with 
fifty tons of dynamite and a cargo 
of percussion caps on board, sur- 
rendered to the sea a few hours 
before dawn today, after a twenty- 
four-hour fight to keep her stem 
above the swells. There was no 
one aboard. 

The Yosemite, in tow of the tug 
Gea Ranger, hit the high port 
wash made by the breaking bar 
off Point Lobos, just outside the 
heads of the Golden Gate, The 
tow cable snapped and the Yo- 
semite, waterlogged and heavy 
burdened, scraped bottom on the 
bar and sank out of sight. The 
Sea Ranger tried to stand by the 
wallowing Yosemite in the thick 
fog, but let her so ey the bar 
schoals threatened. ter a few 
bits of wreckage were picked up 
on the beach off the Golden Gate 
life saving station, the pilot wheel, 
a smashed dynamite box, a bit of 
the wheelhouse, 

The Yosemite struck in the fog 
on the Point Reyes rocks early 
yesterday morning. She backed off 
under her own power, while the 
steam schooner Willamette, four 
| knots away, tore through the mists 
to her rescue. 

The Willamette picked up the 
crew, who had taken to the fe- 
boats after the Yosemite had listed, 
and partially submerged in the 
Reyes shallows. The rescuing 
ship lost a small boat of her own 
in the rescue work. 

The Sea Ranger arrived later 
and put a line aboard the Yosem- 
ite. The tug made good progress 
until she got into the channel 
shore side of the bar. Then the 
heavy swells hit the swamped tow 
and she broke away and disap- 
peared. The Fort Point light re- 
ported that the Yosemite had 
blown up, but there was nothing 
to bear out this fact, and seafar- 
ing wiseacres said that it is not an 
easy task to detonate watersoaked 
dynamite or friction caps. No one 
appears to have heard any explo-

The saving 
erew marked the second thrilling 
rescue in a week's time on the 
storm-lashed and fog-bound Pa- 
cific Coast. A week ago the 
schooner Ecola, out of Seattle for 
China, was hit by a storm and 
rendered helpless off the upper 
California coast &nd was saved 
only after three steamers fought’ 
to remain alongside. She was 
towed to San Francisco. 

The thick fog made the Yosemite 
rescue as hazardous as the Ecola 
rescue.

Auto Maker Says Attempt 
to Fix ‘Living Wage’ Insult 
to Worker and Employer

NEW YORK, Feb. — The way 
to check a tened business de- 
pression is cut prices and in- 
crease — Henry Ford says in 
an interview published in the cur- 
rent issue of Collier's Weekly. 

“It is good business,” said Mr. 
Ford, “always to raise wages and 
never to lower them. Higher 
wages and lower prices mean great- 
er power—more customers.” 

The theory that the right price 
for a commodity is “what the traf- 
fic will dear“ * the right wage 
is “the lowest sum a man will 
work for is an unsound one,” he 
believes. The right price is the 
price an article can steadily be 
sold for,” he stated, “and the right 
wage is the wage the employer can 
steadily pay.” 

Mr. Ford maintains that skill- 
ful management can always find 
ways for increasing wage rates 
and that it discovers waste elimina- 
tion and other economical methods 
of operation in the process. 

An attempt to fix ‘a lving 

„ eontinued Mr. Ford, “is an 
insult to the Intelligence of both 
managers and workers. This im- 
plies that all men are alike. For- 
tunately, they are not. Only a few 


}care to live this year the way they 


lived last year.“ 

In conclusion, Mr. Ford gave 
his definition of service: 

“I define service as the low-cost 
production of high-grade goods by 
well-paid labor and distributed at a 
profit. No man can really claim to 
be in business unless he has 
equipped himeelf to attain these 
objectives. There can be no true 
prosperity until the worker on an 
ordinary commodity can buy what 
he makes.” |

Taking into consideration 
that a poultry car will accommo- 
date from 4000 to 6000 mature 
birds, the approximate number of 
fowls brought to California for 
market during the last year 
amounted to a oximately 3,676,- 
600, indicating the per-capita con- 
sumption of imported peultry dur- 
ing the year closely approached 
one for each person in the State. 

“While California is one of the 
leading poultry? States in the 
Union and is recognized as hav- 
ing enormoug poultry population 
these figures indicate that pos- 
sibilities for a greater develop- 
ment of this industry are extreme- 
ly promising.”

STATES SILK INDUSTRY OI DoD 


| Started in 1850 be Frenchmen end fore Time Was 
Extremely Profitable for California 


-

BACRAMENTO, Feb. 


8.—California’s silk industry, which is al- 
most as old as the State itself and was launched by a ¥renchman 
and wrecked by a Frenchman, today is being blown toward the port 


of prosperity by the fickle winds of French fashion. 


The name of the 


“Forty-¢ 


Niner” Frenchman who pro- 
claimed California “the best silk- 
growing country in the world” 
while others were marvelling at 
its wealth of gold, is little known 
in California itself. He was Louis 
Prevost of San Jose. 

The name of the Frenchman 
who wrecked and all but annihi- 
lated the Golden State's sericul- 
ture, on the other hand, is known 
wherever the milkman sells pas- 
teurized milk. He was Louis Pas- 
teur, the great scientist. 


It was in 1850 that Louls pre- N 


vost came to California. He im- 
mediately remarked the climatic 
and other advantages which to him 
age an invitation to raise silk. 

He began talking sericulture to his 
friends, and in 1854 began plant- 
ing mulberry trees on his ranch 
near San Jose. 

By the time the trees were old 
enough to furnish mulberry-leaf 
fodder to an army of silk worms. 
Prevost had int 
Hentsch, a San Francisco assayer. 
Hentsch imported silkworm eggs 
from The Chinese worms 
failed to thrive, however, and it 
was not until 1860 that an im- 
portation of French eggs was suc- 
cessfully hatched on the Prevost 
ranch. 

Success of the Prevost experi- 
ment stirred popular imagination 
and the editor of California Far- 
mer in 1860 wrote: “The triumph 
of the silk worm in California is 
now complete.” 

Hundreds of silk ae 
ments began and then a 
disease threatened te wipe out the 
silk worm population of Burope. 
The result was a tremendous de- 
mand for California’s disease-free 


By 1865 m culture was thriv- 
ing in several parts of the State 


ing machinery was ordered. A sin- 
gie nurseryman in Los Angeles by 
1869 was offering 700,000 mulber- 
ry trees and cuttings for sale. 
Louig Prevost himself had a plan- 
tation of fifty acres along what is 
now Main street in Los Angeles. 

e Los Angeles News exulted: 
“We risk nothing when we express 
the belief that in two years the silk 
products of this country will

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 8.—Build- 
ing construction trades were re- 
sponsible for the greatest number 
of industrial accidents during last 
year, while employment with pub- 
lic utilities proved the most fatal, 
according to the annual report of 
the State Industr Accident Com- 
mission made public today. 

During the year 211,178 ac- 
cidents were revorted to the com- 
mission but only 89,089 were of a 
serious nature. Of the serious acci- 
dents 646 caused death, 11,215 per- 
manent injuries and 87,209 tem- 
porary disability. The building 
trades were the most hazardous, | 
with 12,601 accidents, while ninety- 
five employees of public utility cor- 
porations were killed at work. 

The State Compensation Insur-

HAS COLLECTION OF TRIBAL 

MELODIES ON PHONOGRAPH 
REOORDS 


BERKELEY, Feb. 8.—Indian 
songs 4nd legends are the chief in- 
terest of Dr. Derrick Lehmer, 
professor of mathematics at the 
University of California. His col- 
lection of phonograph records of 
Indian songs is said to be one of 
the finest in America, 

To enlarge his collection Prof. 
Lehmer, last summer, made a trip 
to Arizona, where he worked 
among the Hopi and Navajo In- 
diana, obtaining many songs and 
legends from them. These records 


are gradual becoming er- 
tinct with the passing of the elder 
members of the tribes. 


“The song of the Indian is as 
dificult to put into black and 
white as the call of a bird or the 
ery of a wild animal,” says the 
professor-collector. “There is 4 
certain ‘gamey’ flavor which is 
sure to be lost in the transcrip- 
tion. Even if absolute accuracy 
in the representation were possi- 
bie, it would not be available for 
purposes of art without some ad- 
justments and modifications.” 

The real Indian song is almost 
intolerable to the ear of the white 
man, in the opinion of Prof. Leh- 
mer, who explains the fact in this 


way? 

“The endless repetitions, the ex- 
plosive interjections and the lack 
of accompanying harmony are 
enough to make the song intoler- 
able.

PLANNED ON 


HARBOR ISLE

Athletic Organization Will 
Build Breakwater to Shield 
500 Craft 


Terminal Island, Los Angeles 
Harbor, which thirty years ago, 
had in Brighton Beach one of the 
smartest resorts on the southern 
coast, is again to have one of the 
bright show spots if plans of the 
Los Angeles Athletic Club mature. 

The club plans to build a yacht 
harbor adjacent to the oceanside 
of the island large enough to ‘af- 
ford anchorage for at least 500 

chts and to erect one of the most 
elegant clubhouses along the Pa- 
cific Coast. 

Vice-President Garbutt said yes- 
terday that plans were made some 
years ago for the clubhouse to cost 
$250,000 but they are antiquated in 
view of recent development. He de- 
clined to estimate the cost of the 
structure now contemplated. 

The project became publicly 
known yesterday, when it was dis- 
closed the Athletic Club had ap- 
plied t the United States Engi- 
neer’s office for permission to con- 
struct a rock-fill breakwater about 
1100 feet long, slightly east of 
Fish Harbor. Public hearing on 
the application will be held by 
ji. Finch on the 17th inst. The 
Los Angeles Harbor Commission 
granted the club a thirty-year lease 
on the site five years ago. 

Mr. Garbutt said eighty to ninety 
yachts already are fiying the flag 
of the Athletic Club but that num- 
ber is a small fraction of the total 
expected when the new project is 
brought to a realization. 

The anchorage will be doubly 
protected, first by the government 
breakwater and then by the rock- 
fill, affording not only highly sat- 
isfactory moorings but also short 
and quick access to and from the 
open sea. It also will constitute 
the closest starting point for Cata- 
lina Island. 

Access to the new site will be 
by the Truck Boulevard and 
the Badger-avenue 
which connects the island with the 


mainiand. Mr. Garbutt d con- 
struction of the rock-fill will be 
undertaken as soon as authorized 
by the government, but probably 
will not be completed this summer.

THREATS EFFECTIVE 

This strategic moment arrived 
three months ago, when Downs 
was made treasurer of the Cali- 
fornia company. Then began, 
first, guarded intimations; later, 
bold threats from tbe blackmail 
ring, stating it would tell all about 
his past record unless Downs 
“came across” with the money. 

In the complaint issued yester- 
day against Downs, only three 
transactions, all of them branded 
by the auditors as embezzliements, 
are mentioned. In count No, 1 
Downs is charged with a shortage 
of $488.52. According to the 
records, this was on January 16, 
1926. The second count involves 
the embezzlement of $871.4fF on 
March 15 1924, while the third 
count of the complaint asserts that 
Downs embezzied $852.15 on Feb- 
ruary 16, 1923, 

According to the story told by 
Downs, he first began to dip into 
the Goodyear funds by a clever 
system of fictitious accounts a 
number of years ago. In each case 
the largest parts of his embezzle- 
ments went to the blackmailer 
and only small amounts were re- 
tained. In this way, Downs ex- 
plained yesterday, large amounts 
went through his hands from the 
company funds to the man who 
had trailed him from the East. 

The story of Downs’s past, as 
gathered by officials from Balti- 
more authorities, discloses that the 
man now charged with embezszie- 
ment here was assistant comptrol- 
ler in the city of Baltimore in 
1909. He was then 23 years of 
age. 


While holding the city position 

and drawing a salary of only $900 
a year Do . known to the night 
life of the city as “Willie,” owned 
a number of expensive automo- 
biles, a race horse and moved in 
the fastest circle in the city. Then 
came his arrest on thirty 
counts of embezzlement and a po- 
litical storm in Baltimore which 
rocked the city. Manv of the city 
officials were drawn into the inves- 
tigation and Downs was tried five 
times. The first four trials resulted 
in hung juries and the fifth in an 
acquittal. Then Downs, who al- 
ways protested that he was, the 
goat” for other politicians disap- 
peared. Later all of the court rec- 
ords of his various trials were 
stolen. 
On November 20, 1916, young 
Downs appeared in Akron, O., and 
obtained a position in the check- 
ing divison of the accounting de- 
partment of the Goodyear Tire and 
Rubber Company. He was made 
ledger clerk in March, 1917, which 
position he held until April 10, 
1918, when he was promoted = to 
ledger correspondent. Downs 
transferred to the California a 
ganization July 13, 1919, as man- 
ager of the accounting department 
and was appointed treasurer three 
months ago. 


SHORTAGE FOUND 
About three weeks ago the Good- 
year investigation into the accounts 
of the treasurer's office was put 
under way by Mr. Mapel and Ms 
Osterloh after their suspicions had 
been aroused by Downs’s actions 


Within a few days huge shortages 
been uncovered and Downs 
was asked for an explanation. 

At the conference of Goodyear 
officials, Downs admitted that there 
appeared to be a shortage, but de- 
clared that he would be able to 
explain e entire matter to the 
satisfaction of the other corpora- 
tion officials. The next day he 
was ordered to bed by his physti- 
cian suffering from a complete 
nervous breakdown. Until yester- 
day the authorities and officers of 
his company had been unable to 
take the matter up with him again. 
Little could be learned yesterday

mail story told by Downs.
